Travel in Persia. 

In great contrast to the extraor- 
dinary progress made in transportation 
in Africa is the backwardness ol 
Persia, one of the oldest countries of 
the world. Its transportation facili- 
ties are much the same as they were in 
the days of Alexander the Great and 
Marco Polo. There are only six miles 
of railroad in the whole count iv and 
often these are not under operation. 
There are only three or four good dirt 
roads, and almost all transportation is 
done by pack trains. Camels, hone, 
mules, donkeys and men are used 

as beast i of burden. The travi k r cm 
usually ride the post horses, but these 
are rather poor animals and it is cus- 
tomary to buy or hire horses and put 
animals. Tills costs a native about 
20 cents a day, but no foreigner can 
hope to travel so cheaply. It would 
be prodigal, however, for anyone to 
pay more than five dollars a day lor 
two servants, four Of five animals and 
their feed.— Travel Magailne.

Autolysis does not take place except 
in the presence of water, this explains 
whv BtTPtlaa mummies, which were 
thoroughly dried before being placed 
away in the tomb, have resisted for 
30 centuries the autolytic ferment 
Normal blood serum is another sub 
slance which inhibits to a considerable 
degree autolytic degeneration. 

Cold, while it doesnot entirely check 
the process, makes It exceedingly 
slow. It Is upon refrigeration that Dr 

Carrel has thus far chiefly da idad 

for preserving arteries. In order to 
prevent putreflcation he places them 
la sterilized culture tubes arid then 
he put* away the tubes in large ice 
chests, which maintain a temperature 
just above the freezing point.
